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RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 
ADOPTED  NOVEMBER  12,  1902 

(With  Amendments  to  1932) 

Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair 
and  call  the  Council  to  order. 

Rule  II.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council,  if  present  (if  not,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese),  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the 
names  of  those  present. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  dele¬ 
gates  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates 
shall  have  been  presented  to  him. 

Rule  IV.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Creden¬ 
tials  to  receive,  examine,  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  lay  dele¬ 
gates. 

Rule  V.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  dele¬ 
gates  as  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
and  adopted  by  the  Council,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present 
on  the  minutes. 

Rule  VI.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President 
shall  declare  the  Council  organized  for  business. 

Rule  VII.  The  Council  shall  then  proceed  to  election,  by  ballot, 
of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint 
an  assistant,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  council. 

Rule  VIII.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  IX.  Nominations  shall  then  be  made  for  all  elective  offices 
of  the  Council.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  nominations  printed  on 
ballots  for  the  use  of  the  Council  before  the  afternoon  session.  The 
elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  2:0  0  o’clock  p.  m.  The 
regular  Order  of  Business  shall  continue,  as  far  as  possible,  during 
the  elections. 

Rule  X.  Reports  shall  then  be  presented  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

2.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Admission  of  New 
Parishes. 

3.  Report  of  the  Archdeacon. 

4.  Repoit  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

5.  Report  of  the  Bishop  and  Council. 

6.  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

7.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

8.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds. 

9.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Accounts. 

10.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 
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11.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education. 

12.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations.

Rule  XI.  Elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  two  o’clock 
p.  m.  of  the  first  day  of  the  Council  as  follows:  The  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Diocese;  Diocesan  Officers;  Members  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of 
the  Mid- West;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  General  Convention; 
a  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop). 

Rule  XII.  Before  the  close  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  shall  ap¬ 
point  the  Standing  Committees  provided  for  by  Title  I,  Canon  II, 
Section  7,  and  such  other  officers  as  he  has  to  appoint. 

Rule  XIII.  At  each  session  the  business  of  the  Council  shall  be 
called  and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  vote 
of  the  Council. 

1.  The  Roll  Call. 

2.  Reading  the  Minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  X. 

5.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

Rule  XIV.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the 
Chair. 

Rule  XV.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from 
the  sitting  of  the  Council,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside 
during  his  absence. 

Rule  XVI.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service 
of  the  house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  XVII.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de¬ 
liver  any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat,  and 
with  due  respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XVIII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the 
same  debate,  without  the  consent  of  the  House. 
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Rule  XIX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the 
members  shall  continue  in  their  seats  and  not  hold  any  private 
discourse. 

Rule  XX.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is 
put,  unless  excused  by  the  Council,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the 
name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XXI.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefin¬ 
itely,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to 
divide  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  named. 

Rule  XXII.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Rule  XXIII.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
if  unqualified,  shall  be  settled  without  debate. 

Rule  XXIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House 
unless  it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  XXV.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as 
the  judgment  of  the  Council,  and  shall  not  be  again  considered  dur¬ 
ing  the  session,  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion 
to  that  purpose  by  one  of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XXVI.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XXVII.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If 
recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by 
the  Council,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XXVIII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the 
President  in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from 
such  decision;  and  on  such  an  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

Rule  XXIX.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
sittings  of  the  Council,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  on 
their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right 
to  take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Council,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day’s  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if 
necessary,  and  approved. 

Rule  XXXI.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future 
Councils,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the 
Journal  of  each  Council.

THE  FORTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  COUNCIL  OF 
THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 


St.  James’  Episcopal  Church,  South  Bend,  Indiana 

May  7,  1947 

The  Forty-Ninth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
convened  in  St.  James’  Parish,  South  Bend,  Indiana,  on  Wednesday, 
the  7tli  day  of  May,  1947 — this  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  approved  by  the  Bishop  and  Council  and  pursuant  to 
the  call  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese. 

There  was  a  Requiem  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  in  the 
Chapel  of  St.  James’  at  7:30  A.M.  for  the  first  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
The  Right  Reverend  John  Hazen  White,  D.D.,  and  for  the  second 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  The  Right  Reverend  Campbell  Gray,  D.D.,  the 
celebrant  being  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  the 
Rector  of  St.  James’,  The  Reverend  Don  H.  Copeland. 

The  Conciliar  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  was  at  9:30  A.M., 
with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  The  Rt.  Reverend  Reginald  Mallett, 
D.D.,  S.T.D.,  celebrant,  assisted  by  The  Reverend  Don  H.  Copeland. 

The  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  at 
10:00  A.M.,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  was  instructed  to  call  the 
roll  of  the  Diocesan  Clergy  from  the  official  list.  The  Bishop  then 
asked  that  the  Committee  on  Credentials  report  on  the  lay  delegations 
and  on  the  parishes  and  missions  eligible  to  seat  and  vote  in  the 
Council.  These  reports  were  given  by  Mr.  Arthur  May  and  The  Very 
Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton,  respectively.  Every  parish  and  mission 
was  reported  as  eligible  to  seat  and  vote. 

The  roll  of  the  lay  delegates  was  called  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Diocese,  who  reported  a  constitutional  quorum  of  both  orders.  The 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  declared  the  Council  to  be  duly  organized  and 
called  for  the  election  of  a  Secretary. 

Election  of  the  Secretary 

The  Reverend  George  J.  Childs  moved  the  re-election  of  the  present 
Secretary,  The  Very  Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton,  and  that  the  chair 
cast  a  unanimous  ballot  of  the  Council  for  the  election  of  Dean  Groton. 
Thanking  the  Council  for  his  election,  Dean  Groton  then  requested 
The  Reverend  Harold  G.  Kappes  to  act  as  Assistant  Secretary.  This 
appointment  was  confirmed  by  the  Council. 

The  Council  being  duly  organized,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  pre¬ 
sented  his  third  Annual  Address  to  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of 
Northern  Indiana.  This  address  is  printed  elsewhere  in  this  Journal. 

Nominations  and  Election  of  Officers 

NOMINATIONS 

TREASURER  OF  THE  DIOCESE— Mr.  Joseph  D.  Wolma  of  Mish¬ 
awaka  and  present  treasurer  was  nominated  by  The  Reverend  Clar¬ 
ence  C.  Reimer,  who  moved  that  the  nominations  be  closed  and  the 
Secretary  be  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Council  for  Mr. 
Wolma.  This  was  done  and  Mr.  Wolma  was  declared  by  the  chair  as 
duly  elected. 

TREASURER  OF  MISSIONARY  FUNDS— Mr.  Donald  B.  Smith  of 
Kokomo  and  present  treasurer  of  Diocesan  Missionary  Funds  was 
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nominated  by  The  Reverend  Clarence  C.  Reimer,  who  moved  that  the 
nominations  be  closed  and  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  cast  the 
ballot  of  the  Council  for  Mr.  Smith.

If  I  were  asked  what  outstanding  events  in  our  Diocesan  life  in  1946 
made  me  most  happy,  I  would  answer  with  no  delay.  They  would  be: 
(1)  the  definite  spiritual  gains  showed  by  the  men  and  women  of  our 
Diocese,  indicated  by  my  personal  knowledge  of  our  people;  (2)  the 
establishment  of  Canterbury  College;  and  (3)  the  outgoing  point  of 
view  that  made  our  missionary  gifts  the  largest  in  our  history. 

Statistics  show  that  we  more  than  exceeded  the  goal  I  set  for  aggres¬ 
sive  work  in  my  address  last  year,  and  Northern  Indiana,  stood  third 
in  growth  as  a  D.ocese  in  the  United  States,  being  surpassed  only  by 
Florida  and  South  Florida.  You  will  be  startled  by  our  notable  gains 
when  you  hear  the  report,  which  comes  to  us  under  the  heading,  “The 
State  of  the  Church.” 

Diocesan  Changes 

Let  me  review  for  you,  as  is  customary  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Bishop’s  address,  the  changes  that  have  taken  place.  In  our  immedi¬ 
ate  Diocesan  family  we  have  lost  by  death  the  Reverend  Charles 
Maddox,  a  priest  canonically  resident  with  us,  but  who  lived  for  sev¬ 
eral  years  past  in  Chicago.  He  has  a  minor  child  who  becomes  a 

beneficiary  of  our  Pension  Fund.  Mr.  George  LTpfold  Bingham,  a 

grandson  of  Bishop  Upfold,  first  Bishop  of  Indiana,  was  a  member  of 
St.  James’,  South  Bend,  and  was  for  many  years  active  in  our  Diocese 
and  Council.  He  passed  away  in  November,  fortified  by  the  Sacra¬ 
ments  of  the  Church.  We  knew  him  as  a  Christian  gentleman  who  had 
been  long  identified  with  all  good  works  of  the  church  and  his  com¬ 
munity.  In  many  of  our  parishes,  loyal  and  faithful  souls,  men  and 
women,  have  gone  to  their  reward,  and  for  them  all  I  bespeak  your 
prayers,  as  we  thank  God  for  the  good  deeds  done  by  them  in  the 
flesh. 

“O  Eternal  Lord  God,  who  holdest  all  souls  in  life;  vouch¬ 
safe,  we  beseech  thee,  to  thy  whole  Church  in  paradise  and 
on  earth,  thy  light  and  thy  peace;  and  grant  that  we,  follow¬ 
ing  the  good  examples  of  those  who  have  served  thee  here 

and  are  now  at  rest,  may  at  the  last  enter  with  them  into 

thine  unending  joy,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

May  the  souls  of  the  faithful  departed  through  the  mercy  of 
God,  rest  in  peace.’’ 

Father  Jennings  is  back  at  Howe  School  from  his  war  service;  the 
Rev.  James  McNeal  Wheatley  resigned  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne, 
on  January  8,  1947,  and  was  on  that  date  given  Letters  Dismissory  to 
the  Diocese  of  Quincy,  which  were  subsequently  accepted;  the  Rev. 
Samuel  H.  N.  Elliott  is  in  charge  of  St.  Andrew’s,  Valparaiso,  and  St. 
Stephen’s,  Hobart;  the  Rev.  Bruce  Mosier  is  assistant  at  St.  John’s, 
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Elkhart;  the  Rev.  Gordon  Olston  is  assistant  at  St.  James’,  South 
Bend ;  the  Rev.  Charles  E.  Taylor  is  Priest-in-Charge  at  St.  Augustine’s, 
Gary;  the  Rev.  James  DeGol'er  is  assistant  at  St.  James’,  Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin;  the  Rev.  William  Karl  Rehfeld  is  Rector  at  St.  James’, 
Goshen.  How  heartily  I  welcome  these  fine  priests  to  our  Diocese! 
Father  Langendorff  has  been  appointed  Priest-in-Charge  of  Trinity 
Church,  Fort  Wayne,  pending  the  election  of  a  rector.  That  enables 
me  to  say,  as  I  said  last  year,  that  there  is  no  parish  or  mission  in 
our  Diocese  that  is  without  a  rector  or  priest-in-charge.  You  may  be 
sure  that  with  all  the  difficulty  expressed  by  most  Bishops  to  keep 
parishes  filled,  I  am  grateful  for  the  wonderful  spirit  shown  by  our 
priests  that  makes  our  Diocese  a  unity  centering  around  the  Bishop, 
with  all  working  hand  in  hand  for  the  good  of  the  Diocese.  Last  year 
I  asked  for  increases  in  clergy  salaries,  and  the  response  was  tre¬ 
mendously  encouraging;  in  one  case  the  increase  was  about  a  thou¬ 
sand  dollars.  During  the  year  I  have  been  enabled  to  put  into  oper- 
at'on  the  Blue  Cross  Health  Care  Plan  for  the  clergy  and  their 
families,  which  has  been  offered  to  all  of  the  clergy,  and  accepted  by 
most  of  them.  It  is  my  hope  that  the  Bishop  and  Council  will  study 
the  plan  to  make  it  effective  for  all  mission  priests,  and  this,  if  carried 
through,  may  suggest  to  the  vestries  of  parishes  the  desirability  of 
adding  this  hospitalization  service  for  their  clergy,  just  as  they  make 
their  pension  fund  provision.

student  at  Northwestern  University. 


The  R  and  A  Fund 

The  Reconstruction  and  Advance  Fund  in  the  National  Church  did 
not  achieve  its  full  goal.  For  that  we  are  ashamed,  and  it  has  been 
the  cause  of  much  heart-searching  from  conscience-stricken  people 
who  wonder  how  the  Church  can  fail.  It  has  led  us  to  see  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  a  new  evaluation  of  the  Church’s  work  in  every  field,  especially 
in  the  field  of  evangelization.  Many  of  us  feel  that  the  compulsion 
towards  church  unity  has  not  been  so  much  the  value  of  strength 
joining  strength  for  Our  Lord’s  sage,  but  the  finding  in  schemes  of 
union  a  means  to  cover  up  seeming  failures.  That  is  why  I  urge  you 
to  pursue  with  vigor  the  study  of  what  the  Church  is,  what  we  teach, 
and  what  we  practice.  The  Lambeth  Quadrilateral  should  be  under¬ 
stood  thoroughly  as  General  Convention  took  this  to  be  the  basis  of 
unity.  Those  four  points,  that  are  for  us  the  basis  of  unity,  are  the 
Creed,  the  Bible,  the  Sacraments,  and  Apostolic  Orders.  If  the  so- 
called  failure  of  the  R  and  A  can  make  smug  Episcopalians  see  that, 
this  so-called  failure  can  be  made  a  work  of  God.  Yet  I  want  to  re¬ 
iterate  my  belief  that  in  Northern  Indiana  the  R  and  A  did  not  fail. 
We  did  not  set  quotas.  We  did  have  goals  or  parochial  estimates  of 
giving,  and  some  parishes  did  over-estimate.  But  it  was  in  no  sense 
a  quota  that  was  accepted  and  then  repudiated.  Please  look  at  these 
facts  and  tell  me  if  it  was  failure? 

In  the  Spring  of  1945  we  argued  for  two  Council  meetings  as  to 
whether  or  not  we  could  give,  outside  the  Diocese,  for  Missions, 
$3,500.  We  gave  that  year,  1945,  $4,500 — and  thought  we  did  a  big 
thing.  In  1946,  for  regular  missions  pledge  and  for  R  and  A  we  gave 
over  $30,000 — an  unheard-of  amount  in  Northern  Indiana.  My  friends, 
that  is  not  failure.  So,  take  courage,  and  a  long  breath,  and  be  ready 
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to  vote  our  missionary  quota  for  this  year,  our  exact  mathematical 
quota  without  any  diminuation  or  subtraction,  $6,989.00.  In  our  Prov¬ 
ince,  8  out  of  13  Diocese  did  not  accept  their  quota.  We  are  on  of  the 
five  that  did.  And  be  ready  to  vote  a  resolution  of  confidence  for  our 
Presiding  Bishop! 


Canterbury  College 

Last  year  at  this  time  a  Church  college  in  Indiana  was  the  matter 
of  pious  hope  and  of  prayer.  Today,  we  stand  with  Canterbury  College 
looming  in  our  hearts  and  minds  as  a  great  possibility  for  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  Church’s  objectives  through  Christian  education.  The 
Diocese  of'  Indianapolis  last  year  was  careful  not  to  commit  them¬ 
selves,  as  a  Diocese,  to  what  they  called  “financial  involvement’’  for 
Canterbury.  Our  action  indicated  that  we,  as  a  Diocese,  did  not  intend 
to  assume  support  in  such  a  way  that  it  could  become  an  assessment 
that  would  jeopardize  the  standing  of  a  parish,  or  carry  any  penalty 
for  seeming  lack  of  interest.  I  know  that  our  support  of  it  will  be 
positive,  and  in  this  message  I  call  upon  each  priest  and  layman  to 
study  carefully  and  prayerfully  the  means  by  which  we  shall  make 
a  part  of  our  parish  interest  and  life  the  continuing  gifts  that  are 
necessary  for  the  college  to  operate.  Before  long  it  will  become 
apparent  that  this  venture,  by  its  very  nature,  invites  and  wins  sup¬ 
port;  for  a  missionary  project  that  can  be  seen,  as  this  can  be  seen, 
always  wins  support.  By  the  same  token  I  hope  that  it  will  be  given 
its  place  in  our  parish  work  budgets  so  that  the  element  of  uncer¬ 
tainty  will  be  wiped  out  in  the  minds  of  those  governing  the  college. 
This  means,  if  the  Diocese  does  not  assume  support  as  a  financial 
project,  that  the  support  must  come  from  the  parish.  That  is  the 
logical  place  for  it  to  be  done,  and  a  few  men  or  women  with  enthusi¬ 
asm  for  it  can  accomplish  it  as  a  matter  of  parish  planning.  I  will 
gladly  meet  with  any  Vestry  or  parish  group  to  discuss  it.  Every  good 
work  in  the  world  sooner  or  later  is  reduced  to  dollars  and  cents. 
It  must  be  the  picture  of  the  Church  giving  to  the  fine  youth  of  our 
land  the  fine  things  the  Church  has  to  give;  and  the  picture  of  the 
Church  rejuvenating  Herself  through  the  life  that  comes  from  a  con¬ 
secrated  youth. 

Young  People’s  Work 

The  combined  work  of  religious  education  and  young  people  has  re¬ 
ceived  a  great  impetus  since  Miss  Jess'e  Hunter  came  to  be  our 
Diocesan  worker,  a  gift  to  us  from  the  United  Thank  Offering  of  the 
National  Church.  Her  work  will  find  its  way  in  the  reports  of  one 
field  or  another,  but  it  is  of  such  value  that  I  do  not  want  her  work 
lost  in  reports,  and  am  glad  to  make  special  mention  of  it  here.  In 
each  Deanery,  and  through  the  Howe  Conference,  she  has  made  her 
influence  felt,  and  yet  with  extreme  modesty  she  disclaims  all  credit 
and  says  it  is  due  to  the  cooperation  of  clergy  and  people.  So  far,  her 
work  has  been  experimental,  and  she  has  branched  out  into  new  fields 
of  work,  even  in  towns  where  we  have  no  organized  mission.  Next 
year  she  will  have  new  plans  for  us,  all  in  conjunction  with  the  general 
plan  of  the  National  Church,  and  each  of  us  is  ready  to  help  her. 
I  am  in  perfect  agreement  with  her  as  to  the  value  of  the  clergy, 
for  no  diocese  could  be  blessed  with  more  keen  and  consecrated  priests 
than  we  are  in  Northern  Indiana. 

Church  Life  and  Church  Action 

Several  years  ago  I  had  a  revealing  mystical  experience  that  made 
me  resolve  to  teach,  as  I  had  never  done  before,  the  necessity  and 
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beauty  of  the  life  that  is  in  Our  Lord  in  the  Blessed  Sacrament.  It  is 
strange  that  in  the  providence  of  God  I  was  shortly  after  consecrated 
to  be  Bishop  of  a  diocese  that  has  as  a  part  of  its  canonical  require¬ 
ments  for  the  laity  (Due  celebration  of  Holy  Days,  Canon  26)  :  “It  is 
the  duty  of  all  persons  to  keep  the  Lord’s  Day  ...  in  being  present 
at  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion.”  This  is  what  is  enjoined 
by  the  P.B.  ,page  291,  and  what  has  always  been  taught  by  the  Church, 
following  Our  Lord’s  express  command,  “Do  this  in  remembrance  of 
me.”  Incidentally,  it  means  that  a  priest  must  provide  the  opportun¬ 
ities  for  people  to  worship  at  the  Eucharist,  and  if  there  is  any  ques¬ 
tion  in  the  mind  of  anyone  I  would  welcome  the  opportunity  to  talk 
with  him  at  length.  It  means  that  we  should  constantly  be  reminded 
in  times  of  health,  that  when  sickness  prevails,  the  reception  of 
Our  Lord  in  the  Blessed  Sacrament  is  the  first  normal  step  towards 
spiritual  and  physical  recovery;  in  times  of  adolescence  there  should 
be  the  teaching  that  at  a  marriage  the  Holy  Eucharist  with  Holy  Com¬ 
munion  is  the  normal  accompaniment;  that  before  the  angel  of  death 
strikes  a  family  they  should  have  resolved  thorough  previous  instruc¬ 
tion  that  at  the  burial  the  Eucharist  has  its  place.  To  do  this  by  the 
acceptance  of  this  principle  is  to  admit  the  pervading  influence  of  this 
sacrament  in  the  vicissitudes  of  our  earthly  journey,  in  all  times  of 
our  wealth,  the  consolation  of  our  sorrows,  the  uplifting  of  our  joys, 
the  perfecting  of  our  strength.  “Your  fathers  did  eat  manna  in  the 
wilderness  and  are  dead:  he  that  eatetli  of  this  bread  shall  live  for¬ 
ever”  (St.  John  6:58).  It  has  been  the  wisdom  of  the  Church  to  asso¬ 
ciate  the  Holy  Eucharist  with  the  varying  incidents  of  human  life, 
to  consecrate  its  crises,  and  to  unify  its  changes  with  this  life-giving- 
power.  That  is  what  I  call  Church  Life. 

What  do  I  call  Church  Action?  In  popular  parlance  it  is  Catholic 
Action,  which  means  that  one  who  believes  tlrs  altar  life,  goes  out 
from  the  altar  and  lives  it.  (It  is  for  our  Church  and  day  an  adapta¬ 
tion  of  the  old  Protestant  adage,  “Practice  what  you  preach”).  Let  me 
illustrate  for  you.  The  work  of  our  Department  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  constantly  puts  before  us  material  that  is  at  once  informa¬ 
tive  and  conscience  stirring.  The  latest  is  a  pamphlet  on  displaced 
persons  of  whom  there  are  850,000  in  detention  camps  two  years  after 
the  war.  Of  these,  80%  are  Christian,  20%  are  Jewish,  50%  women 
and  children,  150,000  below  the  age  of  17.  The  casual  reader  (and 
God  forgive  us  for  having  casual  readers  about  such  a  subject)  might 
say  to  himself,  “but  what  can  I  do  about  that?”  and  the  Catholic- 
minded  Churchman  who  leaves  the  Altar  can  find  out  that  he  can  join 
a  Committee  on  Displaced  Persons  or  can  inform  his  congressman  that 
he  favors  emergency  legislation  to  have  our  presumably  Christian 
nation  do  something.  This  is  the  attitude  that  makes  for  action — 
Catholic  action  or  Christian  action — call  it  what  you  may,  but  it  is 
action,  and  should  be  constantly  present  in  a  diocese  that  stands  for 
what  we  do,  and  who  would  den}7-  that  our  interest  in  the  altar  service 
is  a  matter  of  ritual  or  ceremonial?  That  attitude  and  nothing  but 
that  will  make  us  go  from  our  altars  on  these  May  Sundays,  and  make 
gifts  for  world  relief,  administered  for  our  Church  by  denominational 
machinery — and  make  it  not  a  drive,  not  a  fund,  but  a  gift  and  an 
offering  to  help  God’s  own,  our  destitute  brothers  abroad. 

We  in  our  Church,  in  this  new  day  and  in  this  old  way,  have  some¬ 
thing, — we  are  aware  of  that,  and  we  are  telling  it,  witnessing  the 
fact  that  our  Diocese  is  growing.  We  are  telling  it,  by  individuals  who 
are  bringing  individuals,  by  the  new  spirit  of  the  laymen  in  the  Lay¬ 
man’s  League  who  call  themselves  the  Bishop’s  Men — and  I  am  very 
proud  of  them — and  in  many  other  ways,  organized  and  individual. 
This  is  evangel‘sm;  it  is  personal — we  are  not  ashamed  but  proud  of  it! 
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Tell  others,  bring  others,  not  to  a  local  congregational  club  of  congenial 
people,  but  to  the  Sacramental  life  of  the  Church.  There,  the  oneness 
with  Our  Lord  supersedes  any  community  interest  based  upon  mutual 
welfare  or  mutual  pleasure.  We  literally  love  people  we  meet  at  the 
altar,  with  whom  we’d  never  be  on  speaking  terms  at  the  club.  I  like 
to  see  people  returning  from  the  altar  with  hands  clasped  and  eyes 
lowered  (and  I  mean  that  literally!)  but  I  pray  that  those  who  show 
that  external  detachment  may  have  an  internal  attachment  to  Christ 
and  His  Church  that  will  literally  burn  them  up  with  zeal  to  bring 
others  to  Him  through  His  Church. 

Advertising 

Closely  allied  with  evangelistic  effort  through  personal  work  is 
visual  teaching  used  by  advert'sing  signs.  The  laymen  of  St.  Andrew’s, 
Kokomo,  are  undertaking  an  advertising  device  that  I  suggested  to 
them.  It  is  that  a  sign  be  put  on  all  main  roads  leading  into  the  cities 
and  towns  of  northern  Indiana.  This  sign  will  read,  “The  Episcopal 
Church  in  Smithville  is  located  at  Forest  and  Main  Streets.”  There 
should  be  nothing  else  on  it;  they  will  all  be  uniform  and  weather- 
resistant.  It  will  be  the  responsibility  of  each  local  parish  to  do  this 
advertising  job  if  they  want  it  done,  and  I  know  it  will  be  seized  upon 
eagerly.  I  feel  that  when  they  are  once  seen,  the  southern  Diocese 
will  want  to  do  the  same  thing.  That  weld  bear  witness,  especially 
if  thev  would  make  theirs  like  ours,  a  witness  that  would  proclaim 
from  Kentucky  to  Michigan,  from  Illinois  to  Ohio,  the  Episcopal  Church 
is  in  Indiana. 


Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend 

My  message  began  with  enthusiasm  and  it  ends  on  the  same  note. 
As  I  reviewed  the  work  of  the  past  year  and  evaluated  it,  so  I  ask  you 
to  look  forward  with  me  to  the  project  of  the  year  that  must  take  first 
place  with  us  all.  It  is  the  building  of  the  new  church  for  the  Hun¬ 
garian  congregation.  How  long  they  have  waited !  How  earnestly 
they  have  praved!  How  consistently  they  have  worked!  And  our 
Diocese  as  a  whole,  and  as  individuals,  has  been  with  them — all  the 
wav.  What  a  tribute  to  them  and  to  their  pastor.  Father  Kappes. 
With  true  devotion  as  a  Shepherd,  with  real  consecration  as  a  priest, 
and  with  great  determination  he  has  led  the  way,  step  bv  step,  until 
we  see  the  plan  accomplished  bv  which  they  may  be  able  to  break 
ground  for  their  new  church  by  the  late  summer.  Yet,  the  shrinkage 
of  the  dollar  means  that  onlv  two  units  of  the  three  they  had  planned 
can  be  undertaken.  Father  Kappes  has  had  plans  made  at  the  hands 
of  the  architect,  Karl  Schwarz,  who  is  himself  a  Churchman,  and  I 
believe  that  when  they  are  seen  a  new  wave  of  generous  giving  will 
result. 

In  conclusion: 


Now  may 

God,  that  maketh  men 
to  be  of  one  mind  in 
an  house,  make  us  likeminded 
one  toward  another. 

May  His  blessing  rest  upon  our  homes,  assist  us  in  our  work,  and 
be  with  us  all  evermore.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE 
OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA  TO  THE  FORTY-NINTH 
ANNUAL  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL 

The  Standing  Committee  begs  to  submit  its  annual  report  to  the 
49th  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  in  accordance  with 
the  Canons  of  the  Church. 

At  the  48th  Council  of  the  Diocese,  convened  in  St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathe¬ 
dral,  Mishawaka,  Indiana,  on  May  1st,  1946,  the  following  were  elected 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee:  Reverend  Fathers  Murphy,  Ol¬ 
sen,  Copeland,  Wheatley,  and  Kappes. 

On  May  20th  the  Standing  Committee  recommended  the  Reverend 
Bruce  Mosier,  Deacon,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  be  advanced  to 
the  Sacred  Priesthood. 

On  August  24th  the  Standing  Committee  gave  Consent  to  the  Dio¬ 
cese  of  Western  New  York  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

On  September  11th  the  Standing  Committee  recommended  the  Rev¬ 
erend  Frank  Bozarth,  Deacon,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  be 
advanced  to  the  Sacred  Priesthood. 

On  December  11th  the  Standing  Committee  recommended  the  Rev¬ 
erend  Gordon  Olston,  Deacon,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  be 
advanced  to  the  Sacred  Priesthood. 

On  December  30th  the  Standing  Committee  gave  Consent  to  the 
election  of  the  Rt.  Reverend  Granville  Bennett  to  be  Bishop  of  Rhode 
Island. 

On  February  11,  1947,  the  Standing  Committee  gave  Consent  to  the 
election  of  the  Reverend  Stephen  Fielding  Bayne  to  be  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Olympia.  On  the  same  date  the  Standing  Committee  gave 
Consent  to  the  Diocese  of  Colorado  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coad¬ 
jutor.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  was  invited  to  the  meeting  on  this 
date,  and  conferred  with  the  Standing  Committee  about  certain  dio¬ 
cesan  matters. 

On  March  10th  the  Standing  Committee  gave  Consent  to  the  election 
of  the  Rt.  Reverend  Charles  Kendall  Gilbert,  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  New  York,  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

On  April  6tli  the  Standing  Committee  recommended  the  Reverend

James  DeGolier,  Deacon,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  be  advanced 
to  the  Sacred  Priesthood. 

On  April  7th  the  Standing  Committee  was  canonically  summoned  by 
its  president  to  meet  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  as  a  council  of 
advice.  Certain  recommendations  were  made  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  by  the  said  Committee  relative  to  Trinity  Parish,  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana.  On  the  same  date  the  Standing  Committee  gave  Consent  to 
the  Diocese  of  New  York  to  elect  a  Suffragan  Bishop. 

On  April  30th  the  Standing  Committee  met  with  the  Wardens  and 
Vestry  of  Trinity  Parish,  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  together  with  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Diocesan  Chancellor.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 

This  report  covers  four  meetings  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  viz.:  October  9,  1946,  December  11,  1946, 
February  11,  1947,  and  April  9,  1947. 

The  meeting  of  October  9  was  held  at  the  Pro-Cathedral  Parish  in 
Mishawaka  and  the  greater  part  of  the  meeting  was  given  over  to  a 
revision  of  the  budget  of  the  Department  of  Missions  for  the  year  1947 
—with  an  acceptance  of  a  quota  of  $6,512.00  from  this  Diocese  for  the 
National  Church. 

At  this  meeting,  Miss  Jessie  Hunter  was  presented  to  the  Council 
as  the  new  United  Thank  Offering  Worker  in  the  Diocese — and  Mr. 
Ronald  Stagg  submitted  his  resignation  as  Chairman  of  the  Diocesan 
Reconstruction  and  Advance  Program.  The  resignation  of  Mr.  Stagg, 
due  to  h's  leaving  the  Diocese,  was  accepted  with  regrets  and  with 
well  wishes  for  Mr.  Stagg  in  his  new  work.  Also  presented  to  this 
Council  was  The  Reverend  Charles  E.  Taylor,  new  priest  at  St.  Augus¬ 
tine’s,  Gary. 

The  Reverend  Don  H.  Copeland,  in  behalf  of  the  Diocese,  presented 
Bishop  Mallett  with  his  consecration  gift  of  an  oil  stock  for  the  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  Sacrament  of  Confirmation. 

The  afternoon  session  of  the  Council  was  given  over  to  a  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  Diocesan  Budget,  resulting  in  the  folowing  changes: 

1.  Increase  of  the  Bishop’s  office  expense  from  $400  to  $500. 

2.  Increase  of  the  Bishop’s  traveling  expense  from  $500  to  $600. 

3.  Increase  the  appropriation  for  publishing  and  distributing  the  Dio¬ 
cesan  Journal  from  $250  to  $267. 

4.  Increase  the  Treasurer’s  Bond  expense  from  $5.00  to  $7.50. 

5.  Increase  the  appropriation  for  auditing  expense  from  $5.00  to  $10.00. 

6.  Add  to  the  budget  an  appropriation  of  $100  to  cover  the  legal  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  also  requsted  that  another  member  of 
the  Council  be  appointed  and  authorized  to  sign  diocesan  checks,  and 
the  following  motion  was  offered  and  passed  the  Council:  “to  appoint 
Mr.  Charles  M.  Richardson  as  an  alternate  signer  of  checks  drawn  on 
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the  Northside  Branch  of  the  First  National  Bank,  Mishawaka,  Indiana, 
against  the  funds  of  Northern  Indiana,  Inc.,  the  Diocese  of,  the  same 
to  be  effective  until  repealed.” 

Concerning  the  Treasurer’s  report,  the  Bishop  suggested  that  the 
Revolving  Fund  might  be  disolved  and  Parishes  and  Missions  sharing 
in  this  fund  relinquish  their  portion  or  not  in  favor  of  a  diocesan  bank 
balance.  It  was  moved  that  a  letter  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
go  to  each  Parish  and  Mission  sharing  in  the  Revolving  Fund,  stating 
this  suggestion  for  the  consideration  of  their  Vestries. 

*  *  *  * 

The  meeting  of  December  was  held  at  the  Episcopal  Residence  and, 
at  this  meeting,  consideration  was  given  the  Diocesan  Assessments. 

A  Mr.  Sheerin  was  presented  to  the  Council  by  the  Bishop  in  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Blue  Cross  Hospital  Plan  and,  after  discussion,  the  Bishop 
appointed  the  following  clergy  to  make  inquiry  in  the  three  deaneries 
regarding  the  interest  of  the  clergy  and  their  families  in  this  plan: 
The  Reverend  Leslie  Olsen  for  the  South  Bend  Deanery,  The  Reverend 
William  Sheridan  for  the  Fort  Wayne  Deanery,  and  The  Reverend 
Peter  Langendorff  for  the  Calumet  Deanery. 

Among  the  business  of  this  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  following 
actions  were  decided  upon: 

1.  That  the  priest  at  Plymouth  conduct  a  canvass  among  the  students, 
faculty  and  townspeople  of  Culver  for  support  of  the  Department 
of  Missions  Program  for  Culver. 

2.  That  $300.00  be  allowed  The  Reverend  Samuel  N.  H.  Elliott  for  a 
car  in  his  field  of  work  at  Valparaiso  and  Hobart. 

3.  That  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  be  prepared  for  presentation  to  the 
next  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  spoke  on  Canterbury  College  and  the 
need  for  Founders:  and  the  Council  adjourned  with  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Edgar  Lehman  to  succeed  Mr.  Ronald  Stagg  as  Chairman  of 
the  Diocesan  Reconstruction  and  Advance  Program.

The  meeting  of  the  Council  in  February  of  1947  was  held  at  St. 
James’  Parish  in  South  Bend,  at  which  time  full  approval  of  the 
Diocesan  Budget  of  $8,625.00  was  given  for  the  year  1947. 

Announcement  was  made  by  the  Bishop  of  the  following  dates  for 
the  1947  Howe  Conferences: 

Youth  Conference — June  15th  to  June  20th 
Adult  Conference — June  20th  to  June  25tli 
A  motion  passed  by  this  Council  provided  that  the  Treasurer  of 
Missions  Funds  mail  notices  of  payment  where  Parishes  and  Missions 
appear  to  be  failing  in  the  payment  of  their  Missionary  quotas. 

The  Reverend  Leslie  Olsen  reported  on  the  Presiding  Bishops  Fund 
for  World  Relief  and  the  manner  in  which  the  one  million  dollars  for 
each  of  the  three  years  1947,  1948  and  1949  shall  be  received — after 
which  Father  Olsen  was  appointed  chairman  of  this  project  in  the 
Diocese. 

^  ^ 

The  meeting  of  April,  1947,  was  also  held  at  St.  James’  Parish,  South 
Bend,  and  was  given  over  to  forming  both  the  budget  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Missions  and  the  Diocesan  Budget  for  the  year  1948  and  for 
presentation  to  the  Annual  Diocesan  Council  in  May  of  1947. 

The  budget  of  the  Department  of  Missions  adopted  at  this  meeting 
is  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Department  of  Missions. 
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The  next  item  of  business  of  this  Council  was  The  Department  of 
Finance  and  the  Diocesan  Budget  for  the  year  1948. 

In  appreciation  for  the  outstanding  and  devoted  leadership  of  our 
Bishop  Mallett,  the  Department  of  Finance  and  the  Council  was  most 
anxious  that  the  stipend  of  the  Bishop  be  increased  in  the  1948  budget 
by  $600.00 — but,  that  the  assessments  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of 
the  Diocese  be  not  increased  at  this  time,  the  Bishop  was  not  willing 
that  the  Council  take  action  upon  the  proposed  increase  in  his  stipend. 
The  will  of  the  Bishop  was  adhered  to  by  the  Council — but  regretfully. 

The  budget  of  the  Diocese  for  the  year  1948  as  adopted  by  this  Coun¬ 


cil  is  as  follows: 

Salary  of  the  Bishop  . . $  5,400.00 

Less  estimated  income  from  Trust  Funds .  1,500.00 

Balance  .  3,900.00 

Bishop’s  Pension  Fund  Premium  .  630.00 

Bishop’s  Office  Expense  .  700.00 

Bishop’s  Stenographer  .  300.00 

Bishop’s  Traveling  Expense  . 700.00 

Bishop’s  Home — Upkeep  and  Insurance  .  300.00

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FIELD  DEPARTMENT  FOR  1946 

The  Field  Department,  through  the  office  of  its  chairman,  made 
inquiry  of  all  the  diocesan  clergy  as  to  the  number  of  National  Council 
direct  mailing  pieces  they  would  require  for  the  Every  Member  Can¬ 
vass.  Upon  the  basis  of  the  requisition  received,  some  4,500  copies  of 
each  piece  were  procured  and  delivered  for  mailing  to  the  families  of 
the  diocese.  Special  printing  was  done  on  the  No.  2  piece,  the  diocesan 
one,  which  stated  concisely  some  aims  and  accomplishments  for  1916 
and  major  projects  for  1947. 

The  department  supplied  pledge  cards  containing  the  special  imprint 
regarding  sustaining  subscriptions  to  the  BEACON  to  all  clergy  re¬ 
questing  them.  Seventeen  parishes  and  missions  made  use  of  all  the 
special  promotional  literature. 

The  department  purchased  a  print  of  the  new  movie,  “Go  Forth,” 
produced  by  the  Department  of  Promotion  and  booked  it  when  request 
was  made. 

Word  was  received  from  the  National  Council  that  the  quota  of 
Northern  Indiana  for  the  general  program  of  the  Church  in  19 17 
stands  at  $6,512.00. 

Necessary  arrangements  were  completed  for  three  deanery  “Bishop’s 
Vestry  Dinners”,  held  as  follows:

The  work  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  during 
the  past  year  included  the  following: 

1.  Keeping  in  touch  with  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Rela¬ 
tions  of  the  National  Council  and  with  other  social  service 
organizations. 

2.  The  study  of  social  problems  which  particularly  concern  the 
Church  and  Churchmen  in  this  diocese. 

3.  The  issuance  of  bulletins  through  which  information  is  offered 
the  clergy  and  others  interested.

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REPORT  OF  THE  U.T.O.  MISSIONARY  AND  ADVISER  IN 
CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  TO  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  OF  THE  DIOCESE 
OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  my  responsibility  and  privilege  to 
meet,  work  with  and  offer  help  and  encouragement  to  many  organ¬ 
izations  in  the  Diocese  and  in  particular,  the  youth.  The  Howe  Con¬ 
ference  provided  the  first  opportunity  for  many  personal  contacts 
and  a  report  of  the  Howe  Conference  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this 
Journal.  A  suggstive  year’s  program  based  on  the  United  Movement 
of  the  Church’s  Youth  was  sent  to  each  youth  group  in  the  Diocese. 
This  was  followed  up  by  a  visit  to  each  parish  and  mission  to  help 
the  leaders  and  young  people  organize  their  group  and  plan  a  program, 
and  to  discuss  with  them  any  problems  they  might  have  in  this  regard. 

A  Youth  Offering  of  $92.07  was  sent  to  the  National  Youth  Commis¬ 
sion.  The  young  people  have  had  five  service  projects,  one  for  each 
of  the  five  fields  of  service.  Deanery  programs  were  planned  and  held 
the  first  Sunday  of  each  month  with  the  exception  of  January  and  in 
most  instances  were  very  successful.  Special  mention  should  be  given 
the  Calumet  Deanery  which  has  made  the  greatest  advance  both  indi¬ 
vidually  and  corporately  this  past  year.  Two  delegates  with  the 
worker  attended  the  Youth  Convention  in  Philadelphia  last  September. 
Three  delegates,  one  from  each  Deanery,  and  the  worker  attended  the 
Provincial  Youth  Conference  at  Racine,  Wisconsin  this  spring.  A 
diocesan  youth  rally  was  held  at  Howe  Military  School  with  the  Rev¬ 
erend  Charles  E.  Fish,  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Division  of  Youth, 
as  guest  speaker.  Plans  are  now  under  way  for  the  annual  Howe 
Summer  Conference.  At  present  there  is  active  young  people’s  work 
in  all  but  one  parish  and  two  missions.  This  is  a  great  advance  over 
last  year  but  there  is  still  much  to  be  done  and  the  future  depends  upon 
the  faithfulness,  patience,  and  sympathetic  understanding  of  the  leaders 
selected  to  sponsor,  help  and  guide  young  people  in  each  parish  and 
mission. 

During  the  year  I  have  observed  the  teaching  in  fourteen  of  the 
church  schools,  followed  by  teachers’  meetings  and  personal  confer¬ 
ences  with  individual  teachers.  There  is  a  great  need  throughout  the 
diocese  for  a  closer  survey  of  the  work  being  done  in  our  church 
schools.  We  must  make  better  use  of  our  facilities  and  equipment, 
expend  more  time  and  money  and  assist  and  train  the  church  school 
teachers  for  their  important  work.  With  this  in  mind,  a  Teachers’ 
Training  Institute  is  being  planned  for  each  deanery  next  fall.  In  the 
meantime,  to  fill  in  the  gaps,  a  Church  School  Bulletin  is  being  mime¬ 
ographed  to  aid  the  teachers.  I  urge  all  parishes  and  missions  to 
make  use  of  the  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School.  A  well-planned  Vacation 
School  held  for  two  weeks  with  a  three-hour  session  each  day  offers 
one  of  the  best  methods  for  sound  and  effective  teaching.  A  Diocesan 
Visual  Aid  Library  is  being  built  and  any  organization  may  rent  from 
this  library  for  the  small  fee  of  $1.00  per  set.  A  Diocesan  Library  is 
also  being  built  and  we  hope  that  church  school  teachers  will  avail 
themselves  of  this  opportunity  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times  in  the 
educational  field. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  met  with  seventeen  parish  groups  of 
women  and  have  talked  to  them  about  the  educational  woik^in  the 
diocese,  stressing  the  youth  work,  church  schools,  Canterbury  College, 
and  the  work  among  our  scattered. 

The  Bishop  and  Council  were  most  generous  and  have  helped  in 
the  purchase  of  a  car  for  my  work.  I  now  hope  to  extend  my  woik 
into  the  rural  field  and  visit  our  scattered.  I  spent  one  day  in  Wa- 
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bash  and  visited  several  families.  Throughout  the  summer  I  plan  to 
visit  as  many  communities  as  possible.  A  graph  will  be  made  to  show 
the  diocese  where  our  opportunities  lay  and  where  the  work  should  be 
expanded.  I  also  hope  to  start  a  Church  School  by  mail  for  our  scat¬ 
tered  children  next  fall. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Bishop,  the  clergy,  the 
leaders  and  teachers,  the  youth  and  children  of  the  diocese  for  their 
splendid  cooperation,  help  and  hospitality  which  have  been  extended 
to  me  from  all  of  you.  I  have  enjoyed  working  with  you  this  past  year 
and  look  forward  to  our  next  year  together  which  will  bring  new 
opportunities  for  the  advancement  of  our  Lord’s  Kingdom  here  in 
Northern  Indiana.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  Committee  On  Youth  Work 

The  department  started  the  year  by  considering  the  matter  of  the 
Howe  Summer  Conference.  Under  Bishop  Mallett’s  leadership,  the 
Howe  Summer  Conference  was  re-established.  One  hundred  and  twelve 
young  people  (staff  included)  attended  the  conference  from  June  16-21. 
The  Diocese  is  indeed  grateful  to  Bishop  Mallett  for  his  faithfulness 
and  efficiency  in  his  capacity  as  Director  of  the  Conference.  Father 
Olsen  was  an  efficient  Dean  and  Father  Patterson  acted  as  Chaplain. 
To  these,  the  clergy,  Mrs.  Paul  Kerr,  the  Sisters  of  the  Transfiguration 
and  Howe  School,  the  department  is  deeply  grateful  for  their  splendid 
cooperation  in  making  the  Howe  Summer  Conference  such  an  exceed¬ 
ingly  happy  and  successful  affair.  We  hope  the  conference  this  year 
will  have  delegates  from  all  our  parishes  and  missions.  Only  so  can 
it  be  a  truly  diocesan  conference  and  it  can  reach  this  desired  end 
if  the  clergy  and  laity  will  do  a  little  personal  contacting  to  interest 
youths  in  attending. 

Your  committee  cooperated  with  our  National  Youth  Commission  in 
planning  a  suggestive  program  for  each  youth  group  in  the  diocese. 
In  October  the  young  people  in  the  diocese  had  a  Corporate  Com¬ 
munion.  The  offering  was  $92.07  and  was  sent  to  the  Department  of 
Youth  at  281  Fourth  Avenue,  N.  Y.  In  addition  to  this  offering,  the 
young  people  have  five  Service  Projects,  namely  to  help  their  parish 
priest  in  the  Every  Member  Canvass,  a  definite  community  project, 
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to  assist  in  the  buying  of  books  for  the  Howe  Library,  to  send  linens  or 
money  to  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Barnabas,  and  to  raise  $25.00  to  send 
a  youth  from  the  Virgin  Islands  to  Porto  Rico  to  attend  their  summer 
conference.  A  Youth  Rally  is  planned  for  May  at  Howe  School. 

Carefully  planned  deanery  meetings  were  held  in  all  three  deaneries 
on  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month  with  the  exception  of  January.  In 
most  cases  these  were  highly  successful  and  the  committee  wishes  to 
express  its  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  clergy  and  laity  who  helped 
to  make  them  so  successful.  The  young  people  of  the  South  Bend 
Deanery  presented  Miss  Hunter  with  a  check  for  $53.79.  Part  of  this 
money  was  used  to  purchase  a  set  of  slides,  thereby  starting  the 
Diocesan  Visual  Aid  Library.  We  now  have  active  young  peoples’  work 
in  all  but  two  parishes  and  two  missions.  This  is  a  great  step  forward 
and  the  committee  hopes  to  report  100  per  cent  participation  next  year. 
We  now  feel  that  the  time  has  arrived  to  establish  a  Diocesan  Youth 
Commission  and  we  hope  to  accomplish  this  at  the  Howe  Summer 
Conference.

2.  South  Bend  Deanery  to  contain  the  following  counties,  to-wit: 
St.  Joseph,  Marshall,  Elkhart,  Kosciusko,  Lagrange,  Fulton  and  Steu¬ 
ben. 

3.  Ft.  Wayne  Deanery  to  contain  the  following  counties,  to-wit: 
Carroll,  Cass,  Howard,  Miami,  Wabash,  Grant,  Noble,  DeKalb,  Allen, 
Whitley,  Huntington,  Wells,  Blackford  and  Jay. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  on  and  after  the  passage  of  this  resolu¬ 
tion  the  same  to  be  designated  Canon  No.  28,  and  the  present  Canon 
No.  28,  entitled  ‘Of  Amendments  of  the  Canon’,  be  hereafter  designated 
Canon  No.  29.”  (Note:  This  Resolution  was  passed  by  the  Council.)

The  purpose  of  the  proposed  amendments  is  to  provide  a 
method  whereby  the  names,  addresses  and  qualifications  of  the  Clergy 
to  be  nominated  may  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  delegates  in  ad¬ 
vance  of  the  date  set  in  the  call  for  the  meeting  of  any  Annual  or 
Special  Council  convened  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  Bishop,  a 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  or  Suffragan  Bishop,  as  provided  in  said  Article  VIII. 

The  amendments  herewith  proposed,  if  adopted  at  the  present 
Council  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  will  have  to  be  adopted  at  the  next  suc¬ 
ceeding  Council  and  approved  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  before 
becoming  effective.

Whereas,  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese 
provides  only  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  or  a 
Suffragan  Bishop,  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  Orders,  and  the  qualifi¬ 
cation  of  the  clergymen  entitled  to  vote;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  desirable  that  full  and  complete  information  relative 
to  each  of  the  proposed  priests  to  be  nominated  for  the  office  of 
Bishop,  Bishop  Coadjutor  or  Suffragan  Bishop  be  made  available  to 
all  delegates  in  advance  of  the  date  of  the  meeting  of  the  Special 
Council  called  for  such  election; 
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Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  that  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  be  amended  by  the  addition  of  the 
following  sections: 


1.  That  upon  the  notification  of  the  necessity  for  such  election  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  within  ten  days  call  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  for  the  purpose  of  the 

> 

election  of  a  Committee  on  Nominations. 

2.  At  such  Special  Meeting  the  Bishop  and  Council  shall  by  majority 
vote  of  the  members  elect  a  Committee  on  Nominations.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Nominations  so  elected  shall  consist  of  twelve  members 
as  follows:  Two  clergymen  and  two  laymen  from  each  of  the  three 
Deaneries  of  the  Diocese. 

3.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  sec¬ 
tion,  shall  canvass  the  names  of  qualified  priests,  and  shall  receive 
the  names  of  other  priests  suggested  by  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the 
Diocese.  The  Committee  shall  then  prepare  a  complete  list  of  all 
names  so  received,  and  shall  prepare  a  brief  biographical  statement 
of  the  qualifications  of  each  name  on  said  list.  The  Committee 
shall  provide  printed  lists  containing  the  names  and  qualifications 
as  set  forth  above  in  sufficient  amount  and  forward  one  copy  of  said 
list  to  each  priest  and  Senior  Warden  in  each  Parish  and  Miss'on  in 
the  Diocese  at  least  five  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  Special  Meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Council  called  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  in  compli¬ 
ance  with  Article  VIII,  Section  2,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese. 

4.  It  is  further  provided  that  upon  the  adoption  of  the  above  proposed 
amendments  by  this  Annual  Council  and  the  succeeding  Annual 
Council,  and  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  that  sections 
designated  1,  2  and  3  of  this  resolution  shall  be  added  to  and  be 
known  as  Sections  4,  5  and  *3,  respectively,  of  Section  VIII  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.

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AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION  PROPOSED  AT  THE 
GENERAL  CONVENTION  OF  1946,  AND  TO  BE  FINALLY 
ACTED  UPON  AT  THE  CONVENTION  OF  1949 


That  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  as  set  forth  below,  were  pro¬ 
posed  to  the  General  Convention,  and  by  resolve  thereof,  were  directed 
to  be  sent  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  every  Diocese  and  Mis¬ 
sionary  District,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  every 
Diocese,  and  of  the  Convocation  of  every  Missionary  District,  to  be 
made  known  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  or  the  Missionary  District 
at  its  next  meeting: 

(1)  Amend  Article  I  of  the  Constitution  as  follows: 

Amend  the  last  sentence  of  paragraph  4  of  Section  4  by  striking  out 
the  word  “other”  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  words  “all  of 
the  negative,”  and  at  the  end  of  said  sentence  add  a  new  sentence 
which  shall  read  as  follows:  “Where  the  vote  of  a  Diocese  in  either 
Order  is  equally  divided,  one-half  of  such  vote  shall  be  recorded  as 
cast  in  the  affirmative  and  one-half  in  the  negative.” 

(2)  Amend  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  as  follows: 

(a)  Add  the  following  new  Section: 

“Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  House  of  Bishops  to  elect  a 
Suffragan  Bishop  who,  under  the  direction  of  the  Presiding  Bishop, 
shall  be  in  charge  of  the  work  of  those  chaplains  in  the  Armed  Forces 
of  the  United  States  who  are  ordained  ministers  of  th’s  Church.  The 
Suffragan  Bishop  so  elected  shall  be  consecrated  and  hold  office  under 
such  conditions  and  limitations  other  than  those  provided  in  this 
article  as  may  be  provided  by  Canons  of  the  General  Convention.  He 
shall  be  eligible  as  Bishop  or  Bishop  Coadjutor  or  Suffragan  Bishop  of 
a  Diocese  or  he  may  be  elected  by  the  House  of  Bishops  as  a  Mis¬ 
sionary  Bishop.” 

(b)  Re-number  the  present  Section  7  as  Section  8. 


The  following  resolution  was  likewise  adopted  by  both  Houses: 

“Resolved,  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  that  all  alterations  in 
the  Constitution  proposed  at  this  General  Convention  be  sent  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
every  Diocese  or  Missionary  District,  to  be  made  known  to  the  Dio¬ 
cesan  Convention  or  the  Missionary  District  Convocation  at  its  next 
meeting.” 

NOTE:  The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  caused  these  Amendments  to  be 
read  to  the  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  as 
instructed,  but  they  did  not  receive  favorable  response.  No  action 
necessary  at  this  time.
